The people of Newmarket made a clear-cut 
decision on Monday. The vote was not against 
"the demon rum/' but specifically and principally 
against the establishment in Newmarket of beer 
rooms, which the people of Ontario are beginning 
to regard in the same way that they used to regard 
the old-time bar. In fact, some people go so far 
as to say that the old-time bar was preferable to 
the sit-down, mixed company, pseudo-respectable 
beverage rooms. 

The vote also came at a time when Newmarket 
people were digging down into their pockets and 
their budgets to increase their war savings, and 
when Newmarket people were more interested in 
doing something for the boys in uniform, in Canada 
and abroad, and more concerned about the battle- 
lines of Europe, Asia and Africa, than in increas- 
ing Ontario's beer outlets. 

Men and women worked together to "get out the 
vote." Most of the work was voluntary. In a few 
instances, Where there would have been too much 
personal sacrifice involved, election-day workers 
were remunerated. 

There was no lack of voluntary help, however. 
Rural residents came antPgave their cars and their 
services for the day to drive voters to the polls. 
Citizens who were unable to work themselves have 
given money to help defray the expenses of the 
campaign, which, including the costs of appearing 
in the appeal, will probably amount to $500. The 
committee workers themselves, who did all the 
laborious work of finding what names were left off 
the lists and putting them on, were among the 
first givers. Other gifts will probably still reach 
the committee from generous citizens who wish to 
make up the expenses. Any gifts should be sent 
to W. II. Evas as treasurer.

Joseph Vale as 
vice-president gave invaluable assistance and ad- 
vice as well as professional assistance as a barris-

Newmarket people voted i beverage room question alone 
against the establishment of bev- (was before the public, 
erage rooms. 

Those who drink and those 
who don't clubbed together to 
say an emphatic "No" to the 
question: "Are you in favor of 
the sale of beer and wine under 
the provisions of the Liquor 
Control Act?" 

The total vote was 1,519 "No" 
to 562 "Yes". This was a major- 
ity of 957, compared with a "No" 
majority of 288 in January, 1936. 

To carry the day against 1,519 
"No" votes there would have 
had to be 2,278 "Yes" votes, that 
is, a three-fifths majority. With 
an actual 562 votes the attempt 
to secure beverage rooms may 
I be said to have failed by 1,716 
votes. 

On the other hand, had the 
onus been on the "Nos" to carry 
the question, they would have 
succeeded easily, securing not 60 
percent of the total vote but 74 
percent. This is in comparison 
with a 66 percent majority in 
1910 and a 58 percent majority 
in 1936. 

The total vote of 2.081 was 
probably a record for a muni- 
cipal vote in Newmarket. The 
vote in 1936 totalled 1,852 at a 

time when there was also a keen j large factor in the vote, as of 155 
municipal contest.

By the decisive vote of 1.519 to 562. Newmarket 
yesterday turned down a proposal for beverage 
rooms and the town will remain under the local 
option law which it adopted in 1910. Tlie major- 
ity was much larger than when previous votes 
were taken (in 1910 and 1930) which would seem 
to indicate that the citizens are becoming more 
and more convinced of the wisdom of their first 
choice. 

All the usual arguments for and against bever- 
age rooms were used by both sides but when the 
smoke of the campaign cleared away it was prob- 
ably the "voice of experience" that was reflected 
in the result at the polk. No amount of theory 
or even of example drawn from other com- 
munities could outweigh the argument of per- 
sonal experience in their own community. 

In the fight to resist the attempts to establish 
beverage rooms in Newmarket the local news- 
paper. The Newmarket Era, played no small part. 
Its editorials and news reports were extremely 
fair and well-reasoned and because of this must 
have appealed strongly to the solid, substantial 
section of the community. It is noteworthy that 
in several of the larger communities that have 
remained under local option for many years, such 
as Owen Sound, Orillia and BowinsmviUe, the 
local newspapers have given splendid leadership 
to their constituencies. 

Since 1927 those opposed to local option have 
attempted to obtain repeal votes in «7 munici- 
palities. They have won only HI of thorn. In the 
same period, eight other municipalities where 
beverage rooms were established, have voted 
them out. 

It would seem there is a definite tivml in pub- 
lic sentiment now toward restriction of sah- ut 
alcoholic beverages and the provincial govern- 
ment might do well to take (,-ognfeairu- «.f this 
sentiment.

TEMPERANCEVILLE 

Want Trainees' Help 
For Farm Rush Season 



The topic discussed at the 
radio forums on Dec. 1 was 
"Men and Machines." 

The north group in the Tem- 
peranccville community met at 
the home of Mr. and Mrs. Ray 
Jennings, with Gordon Baldwin 
in charge of the discussion. The 
south group meeting at the home 
of Mr. and Mrs. Middleton was 
convened by Maurice Beynon, 
with Mrs. C. Beynon in charge 
of recreation. 

Both groups decided that there 
is a definite farm labor shortage. 
It was estimated that about two- 
thirds of the farmers* sons and 
hired help have left the com- 
munity in the past two years. 
There is a definite increase in 
the use of machinery, especially 
milking machines and small trac- 
tors. Machinery is very expen- 
sive to buy and much of it re- 
quires skilled workers to run it. 

The north group felt that farm 
prices should be figured at the 
average for the 1926-9 period, 
plus ten percent. This would 
enable the farmer to bargain for 
labor in competition with indus- 
try. They also felt that trainees 
should be released for farm 
work during the rush season. 

The north group were favored 
with a piano solo by Betty Jen- 
nings. On Dec. 8 the topic will 
be "Home and export markets." 
The groups will meet at the 
homes of Scott Bovair and Maur- 
ice Beynon. This will be the 
last meeting in the autumn 
series. The groups will not meet 
during the Christmas series. 

Mae Harman gave the north 
group a report of the annual con- 
vention of the United Farmers 
of Ontario, which was held in 
Toronto last week. The chief 
speakers were Prof. A. B. Mac- 
Donald of St. Francis Xavicr 
University in Nova Scotia and 
Larry Brandon of the Indiana 
Farm Bureau. 

A number from this commun- 
ity are planning to attend the 
meeting of the York County 
Federation of Agriculture on 
Dec. 5. when Col. Geo. Drew 
will speak on "The British 
Farmer Organized For Victory."

Dr. G. W. Williams, attending 
bhyslciah, told the court there 
were few external Injuries but 
three ribs and the pelvU had been 
fractured. "Shi>ck was largely the 
cause of death. I wan, surprised 
when the injuries resulted in 

death." 

Kred Thompson, Newmarket 
fcat axeman and mechanic, told of 
tesiwiK the braikes on the car on 
police instructions. "There wore 
p tactically no brakes on the ca.r 
when 1 examined it." he said. 
"There wan every indication that 
the brakes had been good, and a 
sudden Impact, with the brakes 
pressed down, would cnuse them 
to be bent as they were In this

Datus Donlfton. husband of the

George VanXoatrand. 12. had 
been standing north of the subway 
at the time of the accident.

Whitchurch 
township farmer, about 500 feet 
away from the crash, estimated 
the speed of the Denison car at 35 

miles. • 

"A black car came through the 
subway as it entered. It stopped 
for a moment after the noise but 
went on its way. I don't think its 
driver knew there was an acci- 
dent." 

Edgar WUUs had been south of 
the subway and had seen most of 
the accident. He noticed the 
brakes applied and said it was 
not travelling fast Must before 
entering the subway It seemed to 
swerve or roll on the stones," he 

said. 

Merle Denison of Selby, driver 
of the car, said ho had never been 
over the road from the south 
H>efore. He said that he had 
travelled not over 30 miles an hour 
all the trip. "I was about 12 feet 
from the subway when 1 saw a car 
in it. I thought he was going to 
strike me head on. I pulled 
over. If I hadn't 1 think I would 
have been hit." He was unable to 
say If the, swerve to the right or 
sway from the looso gravel had. 
caused him to hit the abutment. 
"The brakes were good before the 
crash. When I applied the brakes 
the car wouldn't stop. That's why 
we hit the polo and went off the 
road." 

"I am impressed that all wit- 
nesses have tried to tell the 
truth." declared Coroner Devins. 
"It seems fair to assume that if 
the door hadn't come open, no 
one would have been seriously 
hurt, The evidence is that the 
brakes were good prior to the

SPEEDING CONVICTIONS 
TOTAL 190 FOR YEAR 



"This is a very excellent report- 
it does the chief credit," said 
Reeve C A. Malloy. juh Chief 
Constable Fisher Dunham's report 
for the year was tabled at the 
council meeting on Monday, 

Out of a total of 227 charges 
laid for speeding, the chief secured 
a total of 190 convictions. Five 
charges of reckless or drunk 
driving brought five convictions. 
Sixty-five trips to court were made 
to Newmarket and 12 to Toronto. 
Out of 3d accidents investigated 
by the chief there was only one 
fatality, that of Miss Elisabeth 
Calmer in October. 

Unknown to many citizens is a 
lot of the chief's other work, in- 
cluding three trips with hospiutl or 
mental patients, five liquor 
searches. 13 arrests, two Inquests 
attended, 14 juveniles reprimanded, 
eight out of nine stolen bicycles 
recovered, 84 outside summons 
served, seven stolen curs recover- 
ed, 40 firearms of local citizens 
registered, 25 "enemy aliens" dealt 
with each month, six truancy eases 
at the public school investigated. 
26 funerals policed, six parades 
policed. 20 Investigations for the 
board of health and 63 petty in- 
vestigations. 

Seventy-five percent of all 
articles reported as stolen wore 
recovered by Chief Dunham and 
his telephone was kept pretty busy 
throughout the year. By actual 
count 1,350 business calls were 
received, as compared to 744 per- 
sonal calls, 

The chief patrolled on 271 nights. 
Three hundred noun* were spent 
on speeders and 40 hours spent on 
Yonge St. traffic patrol. 

The municipality's share of fines 
is higher this year by $438.62. 
Total fines levied were $1,531.75.

Ram Batters Lady To Death 

As She Shields Grandchild 



Will Provide Tree. Music 
And Santa, No Gifts 



I n j uries received when she 
was struck repeatedly by a ram 
on the farm of Addison Wright 
on the fourth concession of 
Whitchurch, caused the death 
late Wednesday afternoon of 
Mrs. Arthur VanNostrand of 
Vandorf. 

Mrs. VanNostrand, accompan- 
ied by her two-year-old grand- 
daughter. Sheila, left home 
shortly after 4 p.m., standard 
time, for the Wright farm, to 
engage the services of Miss Lily 
Wright. The ram, which the 
Wright's had had since Monday, 
was in a field near the roadway 
and apparently attacked the 
woman as sJte was on her way 
to the Wright farmhouse. Evi- 
dence would indicate that the 
elderly woman and her grand- 
daughter retreated from the ani- 
mal and that Mrs. VanNostrnnd 
was protecting her small grand- 
daughter. The intensity of the 
animal's attack is indicated by 
the injuries Mrs. VanNostrand 
suffered, a broken collarbone, 
broken nose and broken ribs. 
Sheila, who was found beside 
her grandmother, suffered a 
head injury and, while not ser- 
iously injured, is under medical 
care. 

Joe Wright, 13-year-old son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Addison Wright, 
had gone down the lane to get 
the evening paper and on his 
return heard Sheila crying. He 
ran to the house for a lantern 
and he and his brother, Charlie, 
rushed to the scene. Police were 
notified and the child taken to 
Robert Brown's at Vandorf, 
where Mrs, Brown cared for the 



child and notified Mrs. Fred 

VanNostrand. the child's mother. 

Dr. C. J. Devins pronounced 
Mrs. VanNostrand dead when he 
arrived and it was believed that 
she and the child had lain un- 
noticed for over an hour. County 
Constable Aubrey Fleury, Sgt. 
Sydney Barraclough and Con* 
stable Robert Windsor investi- 
gated. 

Township residents could not 
recall a similar incident and no 
one knew the ram to be danger- 
ous, as for two days it had wan- 
dered about on the Wright farm 
without bothering anyone. 

Mrs. VanNostrand was in her , 
7?th year and was one of the 
township's best known residents. 
Her husband, the late Arthur 
VanNostrand. died about five 
years ago. Before her marriage 
she was Gertrude Hurlburt of 
Prescott. For many years she 
was prominent in the affairs of 
Trinity Anglican church, Aur- 
ora. 

She is survived by one daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Almour Clarke of 
Whitchurch, and two sons* 
Arthur with the R.C.A.F. at 
Hagersville, and Lieut.-Col. Dr. ^ 
Frederick VanNostrand, father «i 
of. Sheila, now on active service ^ 
with the R.C.A.M.C. in England. 
Two brothers, Henry and George 
Hurlburt of Toronto, and a sis- 
ter, Miss. Edith Hurlburt of Van- 
dorf, survive.
